Directors. He claimed that Hurt's real clients 
were two Jewish bankers in London, Heath 
and Caphael, were boua fide owner of only a 
small minority of Erie stock.—4100,000—tho' 
by a resolution of the London Stock Exchange 
all Erie shares should be stamped to be legal- 
ly transferred.
